Hunting certificates and stamps are available at 
appropriate vendor sites in your district. You are 
advised to purchase early and avoid last minute 
delays. Most vendors operate during standard business 
hours only. 

A relative or companion may purchase your hunt¬ 
ing certificate and stamps for you. He or she will be 
required to provide the vendor with your name, ad¬ 
dress, sex, age, weight and height. Be sure that this 
information is made available to the vendor. 

Certificates and stamps may also be purchased 
by mail, directed to your nearest Game Licence ven¬ 
dor. Your mailed request must also provide the vital 
statistics listed above plus the required fee. 

As soon as you receive your certificate, endorse 
it in the proper place. A hunting certificate is not 
valid until it is signed by the licencee. In the field, 
the bearer of an unendorsed certificate is an unlicensed 
hunter.

The private nurseries in the pro¬ 
vince are able to supply material 
for landscaping and decorative 
purposes. 

Schools will be supplied trees, 
free of charge, for shelterbelt pur¬ 
poses, however again, the Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture is not able to 
supply materials for landscaping 
purposes. Other areas able to re¬ 
ceive trees are — Provincial Parks, 
and Highway Picnic sites to assist 
in improving the appearance and 
usefulness of these areas providing 
arrangements are made to properly 
plant and care for the trees. 

Another useful policy is the 
Farm and Demonstration Orchards. 
A farm orchard consPsts of 6 to 12 
trees. They will be named varieties 
of apples, crabapples and plums 
which have been tested and proven 
reliable over much of the province. 
Demonstration orchards contain 
more trees and will include in ad¬ 
dition to the proven varieties, new 
ones still to be evaluated. To 
qualify for these orchards, the ap¬ 
plicants must be interested in fruit 
growing, have some experience in 
raising trees, ',ave a good orchard 
site and be prepared a detailed re¬ 
port on the performance of the 
trees and bushes. A good orchard 
site must have good shelterbelts on 
at least two sides of the proposed 
planting area (especially the North 
and West sides) and that the land 
to be planted is free of weeds and 
has been summerfallowed for at 
least one year prior to planting. 

When considering an addition to. 
your shelterbelt, or a new shelter- 
belt, make sure that you have suf¬ 
ficient room to allow your field 
machinery to pass between the 
trees, even after the trees have 
grown up. Usually this means 16 
to 20 feet between the rows as 
the machinery will not be able to 
pass through the full grown trees 
if the trees are very much closer. 

Your tree applications are being 
accepted and the list of trees is 
available for those considering 
ordering trees.

GRAIN & FEED 


What this country needs, in the view of Alberta’s 
Premier Manning, is an order of priorities in the 
use of its financial resources. His adherence to this 
principle, according to the press, was behind his 
dissent at the recent federal-provincial conference 
to Ottawa’s quite abrupt proposal of a national 
medicare program. It is difficult to conclude that 
Mr. Manning was wrong in principle. 

For doctors’ services only, the initial cost of the 
program has been estimated at $600,000,000 a year, 
to be shared equally by the federal and provincial 
governments. That is nearly double the estimated 
initial cost of the federal-provincial hospital insur¬ 
ance program, the actual cost of which in its seventh 
year of operation will be $1,200,000,000. There are 
other programs, comparable in cost, in the welfare 
field. 

Family allowances, once known as the “baby bonus’’ 
but now payable on behalf of “children” up to age 
17, will cost $600,000,000 this year. Contributions 
to the old age security pension will come to 
31,145,000,000. Starting in January there will be taxes 
to pay for the second public pension program, the 
Canada Pension Plan, and its annual cost will soon 
amount to $600,000,000 annually. Unemployment in¬ 
surance, which has been boondoggled into more of 
a relief program than an insurance plan, costs more 
than $400,000,000 a year. 

Even without the medicare proposal and the Canada 
Pension Plan, the cost of the state-run health and 
welfare apparatus is now about $5 billion a year. It 
is a fair question whether it is a well-built, well-ad¬ 
ministered structure, providing the most to those most 
in need. If so, why the need now for a “war on 
poverty?” 

Another fair question is whether the rising share 
of national income taken by the state has left enough 
money for other things, particularly to pay for job- 
creating economic growth. In 1964 the spending of 
all governments in Canada amounted to $760 per 
capita. Significantly, it is only since 1950 that we have 
had to borrow such vast sums from abroad that 
foreign ownership of industry and resources has sky- 
rocketted, the currency has had to be devalued, and 
balance of payments problems have become chronic. 

The larger the share of national income that is 
taken for state spending, the less that is left for pri¬ 
vate spending, for saving, for capital investment. But 
we cannot spend the same dollar twice, or spend and 
save the same dollar. It can’t be done.
